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FEDERAL AID LAW HELPS
STATES RESTORE WILILIFE

During the first 21 months of operations, 196 Federal Aid in Wildlife Restora-
tion projects in 43 States were approved by the Bureau of Biological Survey, it
was reported today to Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes. Tho importance
of this phasce of the national conservation program is indicated by the fact that
about 125 traincd wildlife cxperts are supervising the work.

The demand for trained technicians to conduct this work is greater than the
supply, apparently, for 20 percent of the States have asked aid in finding quali-
fied professional workers. The difficulty secms to be not that there aren't
enough applicants for the positions but that too fow applicants can mecet the rigid
requirementse

Under the Federal Ald program, participating States sponsor wildlife restora-
tion projects which include research into problems of wildlife management, restora-
tion of areas of land or water to provide additional benefits for all forms of
wildlife, and acquisition of lands for wildlife management arnd breeding arecag.

The Federal Government pays 75 percent of tho cost, and the State 25 percent.

Typical eXamples of Federal Ald projects include studies of wild turkeys in
Arizona, purchases of winter range for deer and elk in Colorado, transplantings of
beavers in Idaho, restocking of pheaéants in Nebraska, restoration of bobwhite
guail in Oklahoma, and studies on factors determining the abundance of Rocky Moun-

tain sheep in Wyominge



0f the 196 Federal Aid projects already undér way, 72 are research projects .
to which about 100 wildlife technicians devote full time; 76 are development proj-
ects employing 30 professional, technical, or specially frained supervisorsy and
48 are land acquisition projects employing 30 appraisers. negotiators, surveyors,
and title examiners.

In addition to the full~time employecs, the Federal Aid program benefits from
the part-time sorvices of 85 college students and an unestimated number of WPA and
CCC employees.

Cooperating with the Biological Survey and State fish and game departments
in formplating and directing Federal Ald work are regular State employees, con=-
servation workers in other Federal agencies, and staff members of universities and
colleges, | |

It seems apparent, according to Survey officials, that.as timé goes on, a
large majority of the professional wildlife workers in the country will have some
connection-—as worknfs, consultants, or collaborators--with the program to re;

store wildlife in the various States.
